Reading evidence about the crowd in 
Marsh’s yard having sticks concealed, Mr. 
Black said that, in his judgment, the trial 
judge must have forgotten this evidence, be- 
cause he could scarcely have disbelieved the 
evidence of two leading officers of the force. 
Evidence had also been given by the detec- 
tives that they had, first of all, fired shots 
in the air. This evidence was of vital import- 
ance, because it seemed to have the effect 
of getting rid of that animus which these 
men wete supposed to have. for the trial 
judge had actually charged them with ill- 
will towards the farmers at the sale. If, as 
they had sworn, they had fired twenty of 
these shots in the air, that would go a long 
way towards showing that they were not 
thirsting for the blood of these men, and 
that they were not shooting because of ill- 
will towards the farmers. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—What brought about 
the change that made them stop firing in the 
air and to start firing to kill? 

Mr. Black—Several things: first of all the 
scuffle going on at the gate and the impres- 
sion that reasonable men would fornt that 
these men were still coming through the 


gate, that as the cordon outside was broken, 
control had been completely Jost and that the 
whole crowd was surging in. 

Continuing, Mr. Black referred to the state- 
ment of the trial judge to the effect that 
the Executive ‘should have proclaimed the 
gathering if they thought that a breach of 
the peace was likely to occur There was 
no evidence, he said, that the higher 
authorities of the Guarda thought that a 
breach of the peace would occur. People 
might think thay the Executive should pro- 
claim various ni@etings, but he did not think 
it had been the practice in a democratic 
country to proclaim every meeting where 
they thought there might be a breach of ghe 
peace.

THREATS OF AMBUSH 


Mr. Black referred to threats of ambushes 
which, he said, had been made to detectives 


was no doubt that these men were risking 
their lives for others.

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he thought 
the view could! be expressed that these “SS” 
branch detectives had only to carry out the 
duty of guarding the O’Neills and that they 
were to be kept in reserve until the O’Neills 
were immediately threatened. If their busi- 
ness was really to protect the O’Neills, and 
if they came forward and took command vt 
the situation when it was not really necessary, 
might not it be said that they should bear 
the consequences of their action? 

Mr Black—I say that their attack was an 
attack by way of defence. It was a counter- 
attack, which is often the best and sometimes 
the only means of defence. It was to stop 
this onrush before it became serious or got 
out of hand. 

Answering cuestions put bv members of the 
Court. Mr. Black agrescd that. these “8S” 
men had been sent to the sale with the one 
duty, to protect the piospeciive buyer, 
O’Neill but he submitted that they had an- 
other duty, and that was the duty of any 
citizen, who, finding himself in the presence 
of a dangerous mob that was threatening 
human life, intervened if he could do so 
effectively. 

Passing to the consideration of evidence 
given at the trial on behalf of the defence, 
Mr. Black referred to an answer of a wit- 
ness that he was not waiting for an order 
from his superior officer to fire. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan asked was it sug- 
gested that men who had officers were to 
take, upon themselves to fire, without wait- 
ing for an order.

SENT FOR TRIAL ON

At Swords, Geo. Wm. Rowbotham, who 
was described as um actor and a native of 
Yorkshire, England, was sent for trial on a 
charge of bigamy.

The order pro- 
nounced by the Circuit Judge was within 
his jurisdiction. The principal point made 
in the High Court for the plaintiff was that 
the attachment order omitted to make 
mention of the judge’s order, which alone 
could give it authority, and it was held that, 
although the twe orders together would how 
jurisdiction, ‘each one separately should show 
it. It was a highly ‘tedhnical matter. The 
position was that, the order having’ been 
issued and sealed by the Cireuit Court, the 
Gardai were bound under statute to execute 
it, and no other person had any authority or 
responsibility in the matter, - j 


A SERIOUS ALLEGATION 


Mr. R. McLoughlin, with whom was Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C. (instracted by the 
Chief State Solicitor), in applying for a direc- 
tion on behalf of Mr. Mac Niocaill and the 
Governor of Limerick Prison, said that he 
regarded the allegation of conspiracy a very 
serious one to make against a County 
Registrar, particularly as no shred of evidence 
had been adduced to substantiate it, He 
snbmitted that the County Registrar was a 
ministerial officer, and that he was not liable 
for an act done by him as such. Where av 
officer of the Court carried oút a Court order, 
and ‘issued an order for attachment in con- 
formity with it, he was not liable to the 
party concerned for false imprisonment. 

As regards the claim Ugainst the Prison 
Governor for alleged breach of statutory duty 
to the plaintiff, he submitted that there was 
no evidence that the Governor owed any such 
statutory duty to the plaintiff. and, in any 
event, there was no evidence of breach of it. 

Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Lynn (in- 
structed by Messrs. Lehane and Hogan), 
appeared for the plaintiff, replying, submitted 
that the onus was on the jailers to justify 
the plaintiff’s arrest and detention, and the 
reliance upon an order which had been set 
aside did not carry the defendants far. 

The President, in giving his decision, said 
that all that had been proved was that an 
order attaching the plaintiff and others was 
obtained in the Circuit Court; that Mr. 
Mac Niocaill issued the order made by the 
Judge, and that the Prison Governor received 
the prisoner on the authority of that order, 
which was subsequently quashed in the High 
Court. The action was taken on the strength 
of a document issued from a judicial authority, 
and, although the document was later set 
aside, he was not satisfied that that justified 
the plaintiff in seeking to recover damages 
against one who obtained the order and others 
who acted upon it quite bona pde 

He saw no evidence whatever to suggest 
that the County Registrar acted otherwise 
in the matter than in his purely ministerial! 
capacity, and he thought it rather strange 
that he should be accused of haying conspired 
with one of the parties in a civil action, He 
did not see anything to justify the allegatioa 
against any of the parties. The case obviously 
was brought bona fide, and the officer of the 
Court and the Prison Governor felt called 
upon to carry out the order by virtue of their 
official positions.

It will be used for both trans- 
mission and reception, and will have on the 
one site medium and short-wave transmitters 
and direction-finding equipment. A_ third 
instal'ation will be a point-to-point station 
on short waves, and will be on a site some 
distance from both Ballygirreen and the 
landing area, 

It is an important consequence of the 
arrangements made at Ottawa that a Saorstat 
Airport will be the first European port of 
call for all eastbound aircraft on transatlantic 
services on the direct route and the last 
European port of call for westbound air- 
craft on that route.

VERY REV. C. J. BRENNAN. P.P. 


The death took place in a Dublin nursing 
home yesterday, of the Very Rev. C. J. 


brennan, P.P., of Dromtariffe, Banteer, 
County Cork. Father Brennan was engaged 


in his clerical duties up to Sanday last. 
He was born at Cahirciveen, County Kerry, 
sixty-two years ago, being one of the four 
sons of the late Mr. Charles Brennan, three 
of whom were ordained to the priesthood. 
Educated at St. Brendan’s Seminary, Kil- 
larney, he had a brill ant educational career 
which was continued at St. Patrick’s College, 
Maynooth. He was recalled six months 
before his ordination in 1898 to take up his 
first ecclesiastical appointment as Poolousst 
at St. Brendan's Seminary, where he re- 
mained for seven years before ‘being trans- 
ferred to St. John’s Church, Tralee. Previous 
to his appointment as parish priest of Drom- 
tariffe, he also ministered at Castletownbere 
and at Millstreet. Ja the latter parish he 
served under the Very Rey. Canon O'Leary, 
P.P.. VF... and was responsible for the 
reconstruction of the church and the building 
of a new church at Ballydaly, where the 
interment will take place. Father Brennan 
was well-known in literature as a poet and 
prose writer, He was also a composer of 
music, and collected many Irish airs which 
otherwise would have been lost. As a 
pioneer of the Gaelic revival, although not 
a native speaker, he rapidly acquired a 
complete knowledge of the Irish - language 
and could speak with equal fluency both m 
English and Ivish. Father Brennan is sur- 
vived by his three brothers, the Very Rey. 
P. J, Brennan, P.P., Causeway, County 
Kerry; the Rev. Denis Brennan, St. 
Malachy's. Collevhurst; Manchester, and Mr 
Joseph Brennan, managing director of 
Brennan Insurances, Limited, Dublin.

“The Army,’ he said, “was prepared 
for the most extreme measures, in the 


event of further provocation.”’ 


ANXIOUS HOURS IN 
PEIPING 


Japan showed her claws in 
earnest yesterday, when formid- 
able demonstrations of strength in 
North China spread gloom and 
alarm among the Chinese. 

With feelings verging on 
anguish, says a Peiping telegram, 
they watched Japanese warplanes 
roaring overhead, Japanese troops 
marching this way and that, and 
armoured cars and field guns 
rumbling over the countryside, 
while trains and lorries disgorged 
grim khaki-clad figures. 


Mr. Cordell Hull, U.S. Secretary of 
State, according to a Reuter Washington 
telegram, says that whether the neutrality 
law was put into effect in the future would 
depend on developments, but he did not 
consider that the clashes which had taken 
place to date warranted its invocation. 

Mr. Cordel] Hull later: revealed that he 
had received a communication from the 
British Government which, it is believed. 
contained a suggestion for international 
consultation concerning the Far East, but 
Mr. Hull has declined to disclose the 
nature of the Note, or what the United 
States Government replied. 

Mr. Hull said that the United States 
had taken no direct diplomatic action in 
China. He declared that the United States 
Government had not yet considered 
evacuation of Americans from the Peiping 
area. 


MR. EDEN INTERVENES 


In a conversation with the 
Ambassador (Mr. Quo Tai-chi) at the 
Foreign Office yesterday, Mr. Eden ex- 
pressed the British Government’s concern 
at the recent clash between Japanese and 
Chinese troops near Peking, Reuter under-

MADRID SHELLED 


Madrid was shelled by insurgent artil- 
lery yesterday morning, and in the after- 
noon its people watched an aerial battle 
overhead, according to a Spanish Press 
Agency message transmitted to Reuter in 
London.

CONTROL PLAN

Association Diplomatic Correspondent. 

Mr. Eden first received M. Corbin, the 
French Ambassador, who remained at the

BRITAIN’S MANDATE 


Great Britain was given a unanimous 
mandate by the Powers to attempt to 
prepare proposals for ending the non- 
intervention deadlock. 

The scheme may be of a far-reaching 
nature, intended not only to reinstate 
measures of supervision, which have dis- 
appeared, but generally to tighten up the 
control. Support will, no doubt, be given 
to the proposals by the majority of the 
nations on the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee, but uanimity is necessary if they 
are to be put into effective operation. 
Should unanimity be lacking the non- 
intervention crisis would remain un- 
solved, and doubts about the future would 
be greater than ever. 

Failing the acceptance of the British 
bá a serious situation would probably 
e produced ; for it is doubtful whether 
Britain or any other nation would be pre- 
pared to undertake the rather thankless 
task of devising yet another scheme or 
attempt at compromise.

A RECORD FLIGHT 
By Our AIR CORRESPONDENT. 


If the Caledonia meets the same weather 
on its return flight across the Atlantic as 
that met on the outward flight, the cross- 
ing from Port Botwood to Foynes will 
probably be made in record time. 

The Empire flying-boat appears to be 
faster than the Pan-American Clipper, 
which made the West to East crossing in 
12 hours 31 minutes, at an average speed 
of 164 miles per hour. The Clipper’s air 
speed (the speed for which the engine 
throttles were set) was i co SS 130 
m.p.h., the westerly wind increasing the 
actual speed over the face of the earth to 
the higher figure. 

Travelling into the head-wind, at a 
lower height than the Clipper, the Cale- 
donia had an actual speed over-the earth's 
surface of 132 m.p.h., while its air s 
was 150 m.p.h. At a height of 5,000 feet, 
and the same air speed of 150 m.p.h., the 
Caledonia (with a westerly wind of between 
20 and 30 m.p.h.) will have an actual 
— of between 170 and 180 m.p.h., and 
should, therefore, make the crossing of 
1,993 miles between Port Botwood and 
Foynes in between 10 and 12 hours.

AND FREE STATE 


REFLECTIONS AND 
WARNING 


By “ ARTIFEX.” 
I. 


N common with those of other 

. products, the prices of building 
materials display upward tendencies 
during periods of industrial activity. 

During the post-war boom in housing 
and other constructional activities, in the 
three years 1919-1922, building costs 
touched the high water mark. Since then 
—owing mainly, to manipulations in the 
world’s money markts, and in lesser de- 
grees to the development of new forms ol 
construction—costs had gradually dimi- 
nished, and reached their lowest post-war 
levels in Great Britain and Ireland about 
five years ago ~Concurrently with dim.- 
nished costs of materials and labour, 
monetary deflation brought about sharp 
decreases in interest rates, with conse- 
quent decreases in the levels of annual 
capital charges tor housing and other 
building enterprises. As the result of 
such combined influences, private enter- 
prise in Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land found it possible once again to cater 
for housing needs on the basis of annual 
rents, and buildin® society operations— 
aided by extended facilitaes under the 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts— 
entered upon a period of unprecedented 
activity. Tens of thousands of new 
dwellings, consequently, came within the 
reach of tenants. and tenant purchasers. 

Into such relatively favourable condi- 
tions new factors entered within the last 
three or four years. With a general im- 
provement in industrial enterprise, the 
prices of building materials displayed up- 
ward tendencies which, owing mainly to 
abnormal demands for armament sup- 
plies, have recently shown signs of be- 
coming acute, Viewing the results and 
prospects of such rice variations, 
authoritative observers have recently dis- 
pares increasing signs of anxiety as to 
uilding trade problems, and their tenta- 
tive conclusions may now, perhaps, most 
conveniently be summarised by quoting a 
few extracts from a leading article which 
appeared in The Times of the 6th of 
this month. 


AUTHORITATIVE LONDON 
VIEW 


“ Anxiety,’”’ says The Times, ‘is well 
founded, because the building industry is, 
in the economic sense, a genuine key 
industry. High among the industries 
which employ a large amount of labour 
in proportion to production, it has reper- 
cussions on other industries; and it pro- 
vides one of the essentials of social progress 
namely, healthy living conditions.’’ 
Having recounted the many factors which 
ste) Suniae unusually heavy demands on the 
industry—cheap money, liberal housing 
provision by private and municipal enter- 
prise, aerodrome and factory construction, 
and other concentric influences—the 
author of the article contemplates tho 
imminent danger of “' prices rising to a 
point which would produce a slackening 
of activity.”” Already, the writer says, 
there are evidences that such slackening 
processes have begun; and he proceeds 
briefly to examine proximate reasons for 
the downward movement. 


’ 


A YEAR’S INCREASE 

“The average cost of a non-parlour, 
three-bedroom house during the first three 
months of 1937,” says the writer, “ was 
£538, compared with £311 during the same 
period of 1936; and there has been a 
further rise since. Of the increase (of 
£27), £8 was accounted for by the greater 


cost of materials, £3 by higher wages, and 


the remainder by what the Minister of 
Health has called ‘ excessive pressure upon 
the industry,’ Discussing correspon ing 
price movements in Scotland (where con- 
ditions approximate more closely to the 
Free States), the article quotes official 
authority for the statement that of a 
year’s £100 increase in the cost of a 
certain type of house, “ no less than £60 
was due to the fact that contractors are 
quoting higher because they do not want 
the business.” From such premises the 
writer of the article reaches the broad 
conclusion that “efforts to keep down 
prices should be concentrated upon reduc- 
ing the greatly increased margin for con- 
tingencies ‘now being demanded by 
contractors ... which represents much 
more than half the total increase in the 
cost of a house!’’ : 

Authority is then quoted for statements 
which show, that both in England and 
Scotland joint measures are being taken 
by the State and the building industry 
so to organise resources of material and 
skilled labour as to reduce elements of un- 
certainty and consequent speculation. 
Pending the outcome of such negotiations, 
the Ministry of Health and the local 
authorities are holding numbers of hous- 
ing schemes in suspense, and are unani- 
mous in the view that proposals for 
increased State or municipal subsidies 
should be ruled out, on the ground that 
such subsidies in 1919-21 ‘‘ merely pro- 
duced increasing prices in a vicious circle 
which could oniy be broken by suspending 
the whole of the Government’s housing 
policy.” 


FREE STATE PROSPECTS 


Such have been recent adverse move- 
ments and tendencies in the British build- 
ing industry, and such are the prospects 
as seen by a journal whose editorial 
habits and sources of information forbid 
any suggestion of panic or special plead- 
ing. So it now becomes necessary to 
inquire whether, and to what extent, such 
adverse influences have affected Free State 
building costs. Here, unfortunately, we 
are driven to rely upon ez-parte state- 
ments and more or less well-informed 
an a hg While precise information is 
oubtless available on the files of the 
Ministry of Local Government and the 
Board of Works, such information has not 


(as in England and Scotland) been im- | 


parted to the public, to organised labour 
or to leaders of the building industry. 
While occasional glim of price move- 
ments, as they affect housing costs, have 
been obtainable from sporadic inquiries 
by ‘the Prices Commission; no effort 
appears to have been made to estimate.

social values.

If all goes well, at their pre- 
sent rate of progress they should reach 
San Francisco about 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. 


THROUGH SNOWSTORM 


While over Northern British Columbia 
the airmen reported that they had safely 
weathered a heavy snowstorm while fly- 
ing in the North Pole area.

THE part that could be played by 

the Celtie peoples in counteract- 
ing the wave of irreligion and 
blasphemy. so prevalent in many 
countries was stressed by the Earl of 
Cassillis, President of the Celtic Con- 
gress, which assembled in the 
University of Edinburgh to-day, and 
was attended by delegates from 
Ireland, Scotland, Wales, Cornwall, 
the Isle of Man and Brittany. 

In extending a welcome to the dele- 
gates, the Earl said that the ever-present 
fear of the disappearance of the Gaelic 
language should be met by economic de- 
velopments. It was gratifying to know 
that Gaelic was being taught to-day in 
so many of their schools in Scotland, and 
that there were upwards of ten thousand 
peuple speaking and studying the lan- 
yuage. 

“In these days,” he said, ‘“‘ when 
Christianity, when God Himself, is being 
blasphemed in several countries, and 
when those professing the Christian faith 
are threatened, not only with | persecu- 
tion for their expression of faith, but with 
loss of life itself, we must put forth everv 
effort to counteract it. We believe that 
the Celtic race. with its proud traditions, 
can play a great part in that struggle, 
and that appropriate and essential part 
can best be played by preserving its lan- 
guage, its culture, music and art. Once 
the language goes racial consciousness 
goes with it.”’

University Col- 
lege, Dublin (who is Hon. Secretary of 
the Congress), occupied the chair, a dis- 
cussion took place on: “ The Present 
Position of the Celtic Language.’’ 

Mr. John R. Bannerman (Scotland) 
said that the fact that the Gaelic language 
had withstood so many invasions down 
the centuries and oppression from succes- 
sive Governments was itself proof of its 
extraordinary virility. Gaelic was to-day 
a robust language. Since the introduction 
of the language in their elementary 
schools in 1918 they had made steady 
progress, and to-day the language was 
being taught in 284 schools. In addition, 


i they had over one hundred adult students 


college to teach the 


being trained in 
schools of the 


children in the 
future. One of the most hopeful 
features was the youth movement, 
in which they had over three thousand 
children, a condition for membership being 
ability to speak Gaelic, They were running 
a* special cahrp’ for school children, in 
which the official language wonld be 
Gaelic. There were many other: indica- 
tions that the tide had turned, and that 
the Gaelic language was now beginning 
to command a respect hitherto denied it, 
especially among educated people. 


FREE STATE’S PROGRESS 


Professor Cormac O Cadhlaidh, M.A., 
University College, Dublin, said that in 
Ireland, thank God, they did not suffer 
any of the disabilities that the Gaels in 
Scotland endured, because in Ireland they 
had a Governnient which, in every possible 
way, had worked to keep the language 
alive as the practical living medium of 
expression and communication. There 
was no school in the Free State to-day 
that did ‘not teach Irish. It was com- 
pulsory in every primary and secondary 
school. Every youngster in Ireland, from 
the time he was able to find his way to 
school, was taught a good deal at the 
start in Irish alone. In the secondary 
schools nobody was adjudged to have 
passed the secondary school examination 
who had failed in Irish. It was also cow- 
pulsory in the National University and 
in the three constituent colleges of Dublin, 
Cork and Galway. No student was allowed 
to sit for his final degree until he had 
satisfied. to a certain extent at any rate, 
the Professors of Irish in those colleges 
that he had the ability to speak a certain 
amount of Irish with a certain accuracy 
of grammar and idiom. Whatever might 
be the fate of the language in Ireland, it 
would not be laid at the door of the 
Government or of the educational 
authorities. If the language died in 
Ireland, it would be the fault of the 
people, whose duty it was to keep it alive. 


EXAMPLE FOR SCOTLAND 


Professor OCadhlaidh pointed out that 
the Free State Government also had estab- 
lished a scheme for the publication of 
books in Irish through An Gum. It paid 
authors for original works in Trish, and 
also for translations of English, French, 
Italian, Spanish or other works into the 
Irish language, so that the Gaels had 
everv reason to thank God that in the 
Free State they had a Government of their 
own. It appeared that the Government 
was doing everything in its power to keep 
Gaelic alive. to keep it strong and 
vigorous, so that there need be no -fear 
that the mental capacity of the Gael 
would decay. : 

“ T want the veople in Scotland,” said 
Professor O Cadhalidh, ‘‘ to know that 
we are not ashamed of what we are doing 
for our language. We are proud of it, and 
we want you people in Scotland to imitate 
us. Ye ar@ far richer than we are: ye 
have greater wealth in your country than 
we have. Surely ye would not begrudge 
spending as much money here in Scotland

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DANGERS TO WELSH .-. 


Mr. W. Moses Williams, Professor of 
Education in Swansea Cuiraa, said 
that in Wales at the moment, so far as 
one could see on the surface, the situation 
Was as fair as ever. They were still the 
largest group numerically of the Celtic- 
speaking peoples. A danger that he came 
up against was that many of the teachers 
that were trained took up positions in 
England. He envied the people of Ireland 
for the assistance tney received from the 
Government, particularly in the matter of 
NEANS school and~ other books in the 
rish language. In Wales they were sadly 
handicapped for books in the Welsh 
language. Without such books and publi- 
cations there was created the idea that the 
Welsh language was merely a language 
for the home and the dood and not for 
the study. A growing danger to the 
East oí the language throughout 
Nales was the widespread use of the wire- 
less, which brought outside programmes 
and influences into the most remote Welsh 
homes, Another serious aspect was that, 
due to the economic depression, especially 
in South Wales, there were very tnany 
chapels so impoverished that they could 
not support a pastor. Whole tracts of 
South Wales were without a pastor. 

Perhaps even a greater danger to their 
language was the emigration of so many 
of their people to England. He felt that 
something should be done to organise into 
some association the large communities 
of Welsh people who had settled in such 
centres as Essex, Birmingham and 
Leicester. It would be well worth while 
to have an organiser go around those areas 
bringing the people together. In that way 
he felt that they would get enthusiastic 
support for their language movement, just 
as in days past it was from the Welsh 
communities in Manchester, Liverpool and 
elsewhere that they had received so much 
cultural assistance in the revival of the 
language. 


MANXLAND REVIVAL 


Mr. J. 1. Kneen, M.A., said that in 
the Isle of Man the Legislature was sym- 
pera towards the revival of the 
anguage, and had subsidised two «’ his 
books. They were also hoping to make 
good progress towards the language re- 
vival through the Youth Movement. 

Dr. Diverres (Brittany) said that the 
Breton language was used almost ex- 
clusively by the peasants. It was not 
spoken in the towns, and there was a 
tendency of townspeople to look on it with 
contempt. There was also the growing 
danger that French words and idioms were 
being introduced, and that if that was not 
controlled now it would bring about 
deterioration. They were also faced with 
the growing difficulty that parents did not 
insist on their children learning the 
language, because they could not sce its 
economic value—they said that it led 
nowhere. The Catholic Church had not 
done as much for the revival of the 
language as might have been expected. 
but that was mainly because of the fact 
that under existing conditions nothing 
could be done towards reviving the 
language without the help of the bishop, 
and the French had the power to veto 
the appointment .of the bishop. No 
Breton-speaking Catholic bishop had ever 
held the See. Another difficulty was that 
no time could be found for the language 
in the schoo] curriculum. 

However, there had been a steady 
advance since 1933. A petition to the 
French Government for better considera- 
tion for the language had been widely 
signed. The movement had the support 
of many local councils, and there was to- 
day actually a majority in Brittany in 
favour of the language revival. They: had 
now every reason to hope that they would 
ultimately save the language. 

A paper by Mr. Morton Nance, of Corn- 
wall, which was read by Mrs. Ian 
Campbell, pointed out that although 
Cornish had not been a living tongue for 
two. centuries a great deal of interest was 
being taken in the revival movement. The 
Cornish Journal, though temporarily 
suspended, was soon to appear in printed 
form, and they had alse in course of pre- 

aration a book on “ Cornish Made Easy.” 
“he annual Cornish Service was now looked 
forward to with growing public interest. 
They were also preparing a Cornish 
hymnal, and they had a settled spelling 
and regulated grammar and syntax books 
of instructions and a certain amount of 
reading. Mr Morton Nance said that he 
was now correcting the proofs of a new 
Cornish-English dictionary, which would 
be both cheap and complete. 

On the suggestion of Professor Mary 
Williams (Wales), it was decided to send 
a message of sympathy and encouragement 
to the Breton Party, supporting them in 
their appeal to the French Government to 
pay as much attention to the Breton langu- 
age in Brittany as they had paid to Arabic 
in Algiers and German’ in Alsace 
Lorraine. 


GAELIC PROVERBS 


In a paper on ‘‘ Gaelic Proverbs ” the 
Rev. Archibald Macdonald, D.D., of 
Killearnan (Ross and Cromarty), referred 
to the various collections of these proverb. 
that had been made from time to time 
and to the circumstances in which they 
were made. While most of the proverbs 
were undoubtedly of Gaelic origin, some 
were probably borrowed from foreign 
languages, which was due to the presence 
of Scottish students in continental colleges. 
Gaelic proverbs, he said, deprecated esti- 
mating things by outward appearances. 
Their morality was sound. Truthfulness 
as a virtue was always insisted upon. 
Like the proverbs of all nations, the Gaelic 
ones attached much importance to 
prudence and industry. The lecturer gave 
many examples from Gaelic proverbs to 
show the views held by Gaels on Various 
aspects of life, and declared that thev 
might well be proud of the high ethical 
standards revealed. 

Mr. Hector MacDougall, the well-known 
Gaelic writer, said that the real view of 
the Gael was well illustrated in the Gaelic 

roverbs and familiar sayings handed 

own to them from their forefathers. The 
ceilidhe house in the old days was a great 
place for the preservation oi old customs, 
among which was the keeping alive of 
these old proverbs. While they appreciated 
wireless entertainment in its own place, 
he was afraid that wireless was ousting 
old-time institutions, 

Professor Cormac O-Cadhlaidh said tha* 
there was a great similarity between the 

roverbs of Ireland and those of Scot- 
bád and in many instances they had 
exactly similar onec. 

The Rev. Ian MacEacharn, M.A., B.D., 
Glasgow, asked had anyone gone into the 
Gaelic proverbs and shown their psycho- 
logy. He thought that there was a field 
for research in that matter. A lot could 
be done; and it would reflect the greatest 
honour on whoever did it.

LLEWELLYN’S BAD 
‘LUCK 
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ENGINE TROUBLE AND 
CONTRARY WINDS

Sung Cheh-yuan’s forces, whom Tokyo can 
depict inaccurately, but with no. great 
stretch of the imagination, as bandits 
steeped in Bolshevism. Developments on 
these lines call into play a number of 
delicately related stresses—the outraging 
of Chinese nationalism to the point where 
it ceases to be amenable to the wise oppor- 
tunism of General Chiang Kai-shek, the 
extent to which the Central. Government 
effectively reinforces the 29th Route Army 
with its own troops from farther south, 
the ability or otherwise of the Chinese 
Communists. to force the Government’s 
hand, the possibility of the Chinese Air 
Force playing a. prominent part in the 
hostilities.

thinks — that, Northern 
Ireland, through her shipyards and 
engineecrinz works, may share in the 
financial benefits of a period of artificial 
prosperity, the Free State—‘‘living within 
her own formidable walls ” and possessing 
few war industries—is utilikely to reap 
any substantial advantages. 


PRECAUTIONARY NEEDS 


Thus the Builder and Engineer reaches 
certain conclusions which seem to be 
irresistible. ‘‘ Faced, as we undoubtedly 
are,” says the writer, “ by substantially 
increased costs in almost every branch of 
structural work, prudence and common. 
sense dictate the need for precautionary 
measures on the part of the State, of 
manufacturers and contractors, and, above 
all, of organised labour. If the history of 
the past six months has not indicated the 
need for conserving all our resources and 
energies, it is indeed difficult to conceive 
of conditions, other than from lessons tn 
the school of bitter experience, which will 
suffice Ao carry the conviction that there 
is only one means by which, periods of 
risk and adversity may successfully be 
encountered—namely, by all-round in- 
creases in. personal and _ collective 
efficiency.”” 

Comment then follows on the absence of 
any indication from the State, from the 
building trade or from organised labour 
that the need for such a general bracing-up 
of energies has yet been realised. 
“ Leaders of craft unions,’’ concludes the 
article, “seem to be concerned to win 
Pyrrhic victories for their own particular 
battalions rather than to consider the 
strategic interests of the whole industrial!

poverty.” 

From different angles and aspects we 
have thus the same essential warnings as 
to adversities at our doorstep.

In a will case at Birmingham Assizes 
yesterday the defence put forward a plea 
that the testator was of unsound mind when 
he made his will, and that he suffered from 
the delusion that he was being pursued by 
Secret Service agents. | 

Mr. Otto Leopold Bergendorff, of Dudley, 
who acted as executor of the will, asked that 
the Court should decree probate of the will 
and codicils, He was represented by Mr. 
Norman Birkett, K.C., who said that. his 
client acted as executor in the will of Harry 
Smith, late of Edgbaston, Birmingham, .on 
November 17th, 1932, and later. 

John Harry Howard Smith, of Holloway, 
London, eldest son of the testator, alleged 
that the will and codicils were not executed 
according to the Wills Act and that when 
they were made Mr, Smith was not of sound 
mind and did not know or approve the 
contents. 

The testator died in 1936; and it was the 
case of the defence that he was separated 
from his wife whom he mistakenly believed 
was immoral. He was so eccentric that in 
December of last year he was certified insane, 
that he thought he was always being 
shadowed, that he drank to excess, that he 
suffered from delusions as to the legitimacy 
of his children, and that he was being pur- 
sued by Secret Service agents. He also be- 
lieved customers at his shop were making 
love to his wife. 


SON’S EVIDENCE 


Mr. Birkett said that his case was that the 
testator was quite sane. The will in question 
was identical with a former will, except that 
the plaintiff was made an executor. Under it 
the defendant was left £1,000, and the residae 
was largely put in trust for Catholie and 
charitable institutions. The first «odicil «nt 
down the defendant’s £1,000 to £500, and the 
final codicil made Mr. Bergendorff the sole 
executor. 

Mr. Bergendorff, in evidence, said. that 
when the will was signed Mr, Smith, scu., 
was perfectly capable. 

Cross-examined, he said that Mr. Smith, 
sen., had confessed doubts about the legiti- 
macy of the children, and that he had lived 
a very unhappy life with his wife, and had 
doubts about her morality. 

Mr. J. F. Bourke, defenrling, teld Mr. 
Justice Swift that Mr. Smith, sen., was “so 
violent that he kept his house in terror, 
and matters culminated in a murderous attack 
upon his own wife in 1916.’’ 

In the wiiness box, the lefendant said that 
right from the beginning his father was an 
erratic man, “We were under tyranny,” he 
said. “When I was twelve he formed the 
delusion that my youngest brother was not 
his, and, from then onwards, we had a very 
dificult life, He would frequently strike my 
mother and sharpen a knife and run at. her. 
He. would frequently spit in her face and call 
her names.”' 

The witness added that be was trying to 
clear his mother’s name, and was not out, for 
material gain. He did not know whether it 
was his desire to establish intestacy or an 
earlier will. 

The case was adjourned until to-morrow.

APTAIN CROOKSHANK (Secretary for 
E: Mines! moved the second reading oí 

the Coal (Registration of Ownership 
Bill. He said that the sole object of. the 
measure was to establish a register of mining 
royalties. Any costs incurred by the owners 
in preparing the necessary particulars would 
be repaid to them. It was the policy of the 
Government to proceed with a bill for the 
unification of royalties. A tribunal had 
assessed the price at £66,450,000. The net 
average income was about £4,437,000. There 
was nothing in the present bill to tie the 
hands of Parliament with regard to the major 
measure. It was concerned simply with the 
collection and elucidation of details, and it 
was considered desirable. that the royalty 
owners should co-operate with the Govern- 
ment in the matter. The -register would be 
confidentially compiled. 

Mr. G. Hall (Labour) said that the Labour 
Party would not oppose the Bill, but he 
urged that its provisions should be 
strengthened, because as at present drafted 
it did not compel the owners to register, and, 
if many refused, the Bill would be useless. 
He also suggested that owners should be 
asked to state how they acquired the mineral! 
rights, because there might be cases where 
the question arose whether the present owners 
were the rightful owners. 

Mr. J. Batey (Labour) described the bil! 
as an excuse for delaying the introduction of 
the bill for the Nationalisation of Royalties. 
Royalty-owners, he said, were the greatest 
curse to the miners of the country. They 
were living in luxury whilst the miners 
starved.

This 
ruling was given by Mr. Justice Bennett in tl 
Chancery bú sion, London, yesterday, on 
he 5 Áis an action im which Mr. Sydney 
Hulls sought to restrain Farr from taking 
part in a fight before the date of his con 
test with Schmeling. 

An affidavit hy Parr was read in court. 
“Í do not desire to remain idle for three 
months,’ it stated, “and if My. Hulls had 
inserted such prohibition 1 should not have 
signed the contract. 

SI am ready and willing to fight Max 
Schmeling—on the terms of the contract of 
dune 32—on September 30, which, | am in- 
formed by Hrigadier-General Critchley, will 
be convenient. 


WANTS.TO MEET BOTH 


“I intend to box publicly against Joe 
Louis on August 26, unless prevented by 
law, and submit that. my act will not con- 
stitute a breach of the terms agreed upon.”
